Scholl Canyon Press Conference 

On August 20, a coalition of Eagle Rock community groups held a press conference at the foot of the 
Eagle Rock, to oppose the Scholl Canyon expansion plan. Following is the text of remarks by ERNC 
President David Greene: 

"This project is not about the environment; it's not even about garbage. It's about money. Extending the 
life of the Scholl Canyon Landfill is purely about extending a revenue stream to which the City of 
Glendale is addicted. 

"Rational politicians would all agree that in the 21st century, dumps do not belong in residential 
neighborhoods, and that poisoning the air breathed by anyone's children is bad. But when faced with the 
alternative of telling constituents their utility rates may rise when a dump closes, few are brave enough 
to stand up for what's right. But we in Eagle Rock believe in the integrity of the Glendale City Council, 
and ask that when it comes time to certify the Environmental Impact Report, they choose the No Project 
Alternative. 

"Why? Because not expanding is the environmentally superior alternative. The entire Scholl Canyon 
expansion plan rests on an assumption that, at a rate of 1400 tons per day of trash going into the dump, 
it will close 7 short years from now, in 2021. The so-called "environmentally superior" vertical expansion 
plan extends that date to 2034. Remember that date, 2034. 
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"In reality, only about 700 tons per day of trash goes into the dump. In a Powerpoint given to Glendale 
City Officials last December, the L.A. County Dept of Public Works revealed that, at the current rate of 
700 tons per day, the closing date of Scholl Canyon landfill, with no expansion, is estimated to be the 
year 2032. Not 2021 - 2032. 

"So if Glendale does nothing, the dump still won't close until 2032, which is pretty close to 2034. Then 
why are we even talking about creating a Macchu Piccu of garbage on our skyline? Because it's all 
about money. 

"Most of the trash that goes into Scholl Canyon is not from the City of Glendale. Glendale makes 
millions of dollars every year by renting Scholl Canyon to the wealthy communities surrounding us, from 
tony San Marino to beautiful South Pasadena. These cities take their garbage - empty Grey Poupon 
bottles, broken Sub Zero refrigerators, Godiva chocolate boxes - and truck it here to Eagle Rock, and 
then they pay Glendale to dump it up there. 

"The City of Glendale craves the easy cash paid by its neighbors to dump their trash in Glendale's back 
yard - which happens to be our front yard. In the EIR, Glendale claims that if Scholl Canyon closes, it 
will cost their former customers more to haul garbage to dumps far away from populated areas. That's 
not an environmental argument - it's a sales pitch. 

"So on behalf of the Eagle Rock Neighborhood Council, and the 40,000 residents of Eagle Rock, I ask 
the City of Glendale, and the Sanitation Districts of Los Angeles County, to do the right thing and let the 
Scholl Canyon Landfill die a natural death, for the sake of their children's health, and ours." 


Glendale News Press Disses Eagle Rockers 

How's that for an inflammatory headline? The Glendale News Press recently published an Editorial that 
opined Eagle Rock residents who oppose the dump expansion have been "unnecessarily worked up into 
a frenzy" by Councilmember Jose Huizar, and that our opposition to the expansion of the landfill is a 
political stunt to aid his re-election campaign.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 

Affordable Housing Update from Housing Department 
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As the chairman of the Los Angeles City Council Housing Committee, I requested an update from the 
Los Angeles Housing and Community Investment Department (HCIDLA) relative to the tracking and 
monitoring, owner and tenant outreach, funding assistance prioritization, and preservation efforts of the 
city’s at-risk assisted affordable housing. 

My request comes in a time when the City of Los Angeles is potentially at risk of losing up to 15,000 
affordable housing units in the next five years. Our objective is to make sure that our affordable housing 
units are not lost, and identify avenues to increasing the affordable housing supply through the funding 
mechanisms at the Federal, State and local levels. 


Neighborhood Improvement Fund (NIF) Call for Projects 

On Wednesday, the Housing Committee released a report to authorize the Los Angeles Housing and 
Community Investment Department (HCIDLA) to release the Neighborhood Improvement Fund (NIF) 
Call for Projects. The NIF is a $2.6 million program designed to fund small neighborhood improvement 
projects throughout the City of Los Angeles. Our staff is at work trying to identify such improvements in 
the First District, please contact our offices if you know of one that needs to be funded or would like 
more information.

Regional Park and along the Arroyo Seco.

Team. Since the area along the Arroyo Seco also falls in the District 14, we were able to collaborate with 
my colleague Council Member Jose Huizar. 

Sensitive to the needs of the homeless, we also partnered with Los Angeles Service Homeless Authority 
to make sure that social service needs were provided to individuals who needed them. As chair of the 
housing committee, I am very sensitive to the needs of the homeless and have been formulating various 
models for long term solutions in providing the homeless services. This is a step in making sure that not 
only we remove blight from our communities, but that human beings are held with dignity and provided 
adequate shelter as well as social services. 

Team Cedillo will continue to address the homeless encampments in the Arroyo Seco next week, and 
plan on working on other areas of the district just as we done in MacArthur Park a few months ago.
